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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of the Claims 

Claims 10 and 12 have been amended. Claims 14-16 are newly added. Claims 1-6 and 
10-16 are pending. Any rejection or objection not expressly repeated has been withdrawn. The 
text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found in a prior 
Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claims 1-6 and 10-13 are again rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over BARGIOTTI et al (AA) together with BARGIOTTI et al (AB) further in view of EDER et 
al (AW) and OGURO (A), as set forth in the previous Office action. Newly added claims 14-16 
are included in this rejection. 

Applicant's arguments filed September 15, 2003 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that the references do not teach the combination of the specific sub- 
classes of anticancer agents. This is not found persuasive. In the absence of a specific teaching 
away from a particular combination of agents known to have utility in the treatment of cancer, 
the examiner maintains that it would be obvious to combine such agents for the additive effects. 

Applicant further notes the synergistic effect seen with the recited combination. The 
examiner agrees that there is a greater than additive effect demonstrated with the combination of

compound la + etoposide and the combination of compound la + doxorubicin. The results are not 
commensurate with the scope of the instant claims.
